The  actual  vehicles  being  insured 
are  operated  by  the  Works,  lAnds, 
Attomey-Oaaaral's,  Agricultural  and 
other  departmsnts  of  the  Province. 

The  rush  of  agents  to  get  the 
bu.sln'-'a  Is  understood  to  have 
caused  no  little  embarrassment, 
British  Columbia  insurance  agents 
being  as  much  on  their  toes  as  their 
confreres  In  other  provinces.

Now  a  certain  degree  of  under- 
Velght  may  be  natural  In  a  large 
nimiijer  of  these  cases,  but  Dr.  T. 
N.  Horan.  Bloomfleld  Hills,  Mich., 
says  that  the  causes  of  underweight 
In  this  particular  adheeH  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  -Tliere  Is  a  natural  or  funda- 
mental unexplained  taste  for  food 
low  In  food  value,  a  fondness  for 
"dainty"  dishes,  and  an  avoidance, 
or  absolute  distaste  for  fate;  that 
Is,  a  thin  boy  eating  a  chop  will  take 
only  the  lean  portion  and  leave  the 
fat.  Similarly,  boys  having  blood 
that  is  low  in  iron,  may  not  by 
choice  take  foods  rich  In  iron.  For 
example,  an  apple  pie  oontelning 
raisins  will  be  eaten  coni^iirtetely  ex- 
cept for  the  raisins,  which  are  rich 
in  iron. 

2.  — There  has  heretofore  been  no 
Instruction  given  these  thin  boys 
about  the  value  of  certain  foods  In 
Increasing  weight. 

3.  -  Sometimes  a  boy  may  have  a 
short  body  on  a  pair  of  long  legs, 
and  with  this  short  body  there  is 
likely  to  be  a  short  small  Intestine. 
It  Is  from  the  snail  bttsatlne  that 
the  blood  absorbs  the  nourishment 
from  the  food,  l^ere  would  thus  be 

^less  absorbing  SUffaoe  iD  a  "Shcrt" 
small  intestine.

Ula  fttUnff  that  one  of  the  new  sets  of  stamps 
ill  to  iMOid  IW  ttM  anniversary  of  CunXederatlon 
Zoold  mamorlallM  tha  coming  of  Jacques  Cartier 
four  luindred  years  ago  to  the  shores  of  the  fu- 
ture Dominion  of  Canada.  1  he  courageous  mar- 
Hicr  ot  Bt  Ifalo  waa  the  first  Canadian.  Through 
hlni  the  Indian  name  nf  Canada  became  a  world 
name.  To  the  wooded  wilderness  where  aborigl- 
Htl  savages  roamed,  Cartler's  ship  as  it  touched 
Gaspe'.s  pebbly  bearh  brought  the  civilization  of 
forty  centuries.  Although  he  himself  did  not 
MtUe  here  he  was  the  pioneer  of  the  order  that 
lias  to  be— cities,  cathedrals,  legislative  halls,  sky- 
acrapers,  hotels,  hospitals,  grain  elevatora,  raU- 
waya.  alrplaiMt.  aad  an  that  marka  the  Canada 

of  1934. 

The  first  Canadian  was  a  Frenchman.  In  the 
obeenranee  this  year  of  the  quatercentenary  of 
Its  discovery,  Canada  will  be  reminded  that  Its 
earliest  settlers  spoke  the  language  of  la  belle 
rnaee.  Theae  who  laid  the  foundations  were 
men  and  women  of  the  Latin  tradition.  The 
cross  the  discoverer  erected  at  Gaspe  bore  the 
Hear  de  Us.  For  twenty-two  decades  the  Ulled 
ft^bf  France  flew  on  the  banks  of  the  St.  Law- 
StOBt.  Champlaln  built  his  fortress  at  Quebec 
to  ItOt,  nearly  a  century  and  a  half  before 
Cnrrwalll.s  founded  Halifax.  A  fresh  reading  of 
history,  such  as  Jt-'rancu  Parkman  so  graphically 
pkian»^lB-llla  MBorable  volumes,  will  visualize 
to  the  pre.sent-day  English-speaking  Canadian 
ftto  native  land  as  having  been  born  and  nurtured 
under  a  nraneh  regime,  when  the  French- 
speaking  citizens  of  Quebec  Province  cail  them- 
selves, not  French-Canadians,  but  Canadians 
ttmflft*  tiMy  have  history  on  their  side. 

The  priority  of  the  French  pe<4>le  In  the 
growth  of  Canada  and  their  contribution  to  Ca- 
na^lltin^  m  a  whole  should  be  given  more  at- 
tention, especially  by  citizens  of  the  Western 
provinces.  A  newspaper  contemporary  has  made 
the  excellent  suggestion  that  Canadian  youth  be 
given  a  course  of  study  in  Canada's  early  days. 
Great  personalities  walk  aeroai  the  stage:  Cham- 
plaln. skilled  fighter,  daring  explorer,  a  father 
of  the  little  colony,  and  pure  In  life  in  a  licen- 
tious age;  the  knightly  Malasoneuve.  founder  of 
Montreal;  Abbe  Laval  and  Intendant  Talon,  so 
well  portrayed  in  the  late  Miss  Ermatlnger 
Fraser's  story;  Jogues,  Brebent  and  Xialemant, 
missionaries  of  Immortal  memory,  DoUard  th^ 
dauntless;  Count  Frontenac,  first  settler  at  King- 
ston, Ont.;  besides  su^  women  as  Madame  de  la 
Peltrie  and  Mademoiselle  Jean  Mance, 

Such  as  these  laid  the  foundations  of  Canada, 
but  It  waa  written  by  deatlny  that  the  English 
should  build  thereon,  and  on  the  Plains  of  Abra- 
ham In  1759  the  fleur  de  lis  was  displaced  by  the 
Union  Jack.  The  transfer  of  rule  waa  of  an 
unusual  type.  The  French  were  conquered  but 
not  subjugated;  they  remained  free  men.  They 
reUlned  their  language,  reUgfcm.  dvU  lawa  and 
cu.slom.s.  They  swore  allegiance  to  King  George 
but  moved  freely  along  their  customary  Gallic 
paths. 

Th.y  were  freer  under  a  rule  which  gave  them 
the  Habeas  Corpus  Act  and  seU-govcrnment.  The 
iKfe  way  In  which  BrlUtai  dealt  with  the  French 
colony  bred  a  loyalty  which  re.si.sted  .shortly  after 
the  appeal  of  the  new  republic  at  Washington. 
It  waa  a  French-Canadian  who  said  that  the  last 
gun  to  be  fired  for  loyalty  to  the  BrltLsh  Crown 
would  be  fired  by  a  Frenchman.  Sir  Wilfrid 
Lanrler,  himself  a  aon  of  Quebec  Province  and 
an  ardent  Britisher,  ha.s  pointed  out  the  salutary 
Influence  the  dual  Canadian  nation  had  in 
the  fwmatkm  of  the  Dominion  of  tovth  Africa. 
The  historian  will  recall  that  Sir  Georges  A 
Cartlcr  and  Sir  Btienne  Tache  were  foremost 
leaden  in  Confederation.  The  asstanllatlon  of 
the  British  political  spirit  by  the  Canadian 
French  is  one  of  the  most  Interesting  facts  of 
history. 

What  Is  the  contribution  that  Is  being  made 
to  the  total  life  of  Canada  by  the  French  ele- 
mm%f  flnrely  religion  must  be  emphasised.  The 
pioneers  planted  the  cro.ss  a.s  their  first  act  and 
churches  adorn  every  village  along  the  St.  Law- 
tmo9.  Preneh-Caaadians,  too,  are  home-mak- 
en  and  home-lovers  and  divorce  Is  noticeably 
absent.  Thrifty  and  honest,  they  are  like  their 
fellow  Anglo-Saxon  clUaens  In  their  attachment 
to  the  .soil.  Of  a  cherry  nature,  .song  Is  a  second 
form  of  speech  to  the  habitanU,  the  like  of  whose 
diansons  are  not  to  be  fovad  among  any  of  the 

Britl.sh  strains.  A  certain  fineness  marks  even 
the  inhabitants  of  rural  communities.  Tact, 
vrbanlty  aad  moderation  are  characteristic.  The 
French  Canadian  has  hl.s  dl.-^Mnctlve  genius.  He 
may  not  be  a  business  man  after  the  manner  of 
BngUshmaa  or  Scot,  or  an  idealist  like  the 

Highlander,  and  not  much  a  lover  and  fighter  as 
the  Irish.  The  spirit  of  Quebec  Is  clean,  home- 
like, alert,  falttafvl,  ktadly,  flowering  ont  in  Ut- 
trAture,  song  and  deeds 

The  French-Canadian  spirit  is  an  essential 
part  of  the  total  Canadian  spirit.  It  has  grown 
side  by  side  with  the  English  spirit  without  much 
admixture  as  yet,  due  mainly  to  the  difference 
In  language  and  religion.  The  eontaets  have 
been  mostly  political  as  at  Ottawa,  and  In  .social 
and  literary  circles  In  Montreal.  Botli  sides  of 
the  hovee  would  be  better  for  a  greater  knowl- 
edge of  each  other  The  result  would  be  an 
Improved  mutual  undcrstanduig.  There  might 
irell  be  greater  reciprocity  in  learning  French  to 
aqonre  with  the  average  French-Canadian's 
iDMWledge  of  English.  Translated  quotations  by 
FTettBli  and  English  newqMipcrs  from  each  other's 
columns  would  bring  a  better  understanding.  Tlie 
effort  of  the  Canadian  Radio  Commission 
to  supply  FTMMh  pNgnunmea  is  sorely  defensible 

in  view  of  conslderatlon.s  .such  as  these  Tlie 
Dominion  Drama  Festival  is  also  one  of  the  co- 
erdlaatlRff  foreea  Ik  ifMM  be  a  dlsMBel  step 

In  the  evolution  of  Canada  were  the  present  cele- 
bration to  lead  to  a  closer  rapprochement  be- 
tween the  |MMfie  of  these  two  raelal  origins.

Th*  British  Open  0<M  ChaniplonShlp,  after 
many  lean  years  In  i':.ti,sh  golf,  has  again  been 
won  by  a  native  of  Britain.  The  victory,  too,  has 
been  a  substantial  one.  There  were  entries  fro«i 
many  countries,  and  a  small  but  thoroughly  pro 
flclent  coterie  of  golfers  from  the  United  SUtcs, 
which  for  so  long  seemed  to  hare  a  monopoly 
in  winning  this  great  sporting  event.  Henry 
Cotton  recorded  almost  phenomenal  roimds  in 
the  first  two  of  the  four  for  the  championship 
It  is  true  he  faltered,  and  badly  for  a  golfer  of 
his  calibre.  In  the  last  eighteen  holes.  His  lead, 
however,  was  so  great  that  he  could  afford  to 
be  rattled  by  the  ptospeet  of  victory  so  wtfU 
within  his  grasp. 

Cotton  Is  one  of  England's  best  professionals. 
He  has  been  the  winner  of  many  nutjor  tourna- 
ments and  one  of  the  most  consistent  of  per- 
formers. In  his  feat,  which  concluded  yesterday, 
he  equaled  the  reoord  of  Oene  flaraaen  when  the 
latter  won  the  BrltLsh  Open  with  283  strokes  A 
number  of  Britishers  were  high  up  on  the  list.  Ob- 
viously, professional  golf  across  the  Atlantic  Is 
again  coming  into  its  own.  Similar  success  Is 
attending  the  British  In  tennis,  and  there  is  also 
notable  improvement  In  other  forms  of  sport 
The  lean  years  In  sporting  prowess  which  fol- 
lowed the  Great  War,  when  the  flower  of  British 
manhood  f  eU  on  the  battleflelds.  are  passlaf .  .
